ASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Prince 
Henry of Prussia and suite, ac- 
companied by the welcoming 
delegations from Baltimore and the 
German embassy, arrived here at 10:20 
o'clock, on scheduled time. 
The trip from Baltimore to Washing- 
ton was without incident. In the out- 
lying districts of Baltimore crowds 
gathered to greet and cheer the Prince 
as he passed. No stops were made un- 
til this city was reached. The train 
was closely guarded by Secret Service 
men, with a care that will be exer- 
cised throughout its journey during the 
Prince's @ay on American soll. The 
Prince occupied the time during the 
run from Baltimore to Washington in 
a democratic fashion, talking freely 
with those about hint, as they dis- 
cussed the country and the details of 
his visit. He told the President's dele- 
gates that he wished to see us clearly 
as possible the places through which 
he to travel, and as there would 
be interest of the public in see- 
ing him .as well, he thought it would 
be best to use open carriages in the 
driving portion of the itinerary every- 
where. The delegates told him they 
would arrange this. ‘ 
Secretary Hay, Secretary Long, As- 
sistant Secretary of State Pearce, who 
had immediate charge of the arrange- 
ments at the depot, and Count Quodt 
and two other attachés of the Ger- 
man embassy awatited the arrival of 
the train at the depot.

As the President stepped out of his 
-carriage, the German Ambassador was 
at the threshold to greet him. There 
was a momentary exchange of greet- 
ings, and then the President passed up 
the stairway to the receiving room, 
where Prince Henry was awaiting his 
coming. Prince Henry greeted the 
President most cordially, and there 
was an interchange of amenities. The 
President and Prince Henry remained 
together about ten minutes, being left 
alone at first and later being joined by 
the German Ambassador. 

There was no exchange of formal ad- 
ad ing the visit, which was 
strictly of official etiquette, al- 
though it gave an opportunity for ex- 
pressions of mutual cdrdiality and good 
will between the two nations. — 
Following the call of the President 
came that of the Commissioner of the 
District of Columbia, who called to ex- 
tend to Prince Henry the welcome of 
the city of Washington. The Prince 
received them in the drawing-room, 
where President H. B. McFariand of 
the commission delivered an addrese. 
Prince Henry acknowledged the. ad- 
dress with an expression of his earn- 
est thanks. He spoke in English, and 
referred to the pleasure with which he 
looked forward to coming te America. 
As to this welcome to the elty of 
Washington, he not only expressed his 
heartfelt appreciation of the courtesies 
shown him, but he, also, referring to 
President McFariand’s address, spoke 
of strong ties which had been made 
here in Washington as far back a:

It is well that the Senate has taken 


the extent of suspending the two prin- 
cipals. Tillman, in particular, has 
long been an offender against dc- 
cency, in the violent language of de- 
traction which he has used against of- 
ficials of the government, and against 
Senators and Representatives gener- 
ally, who happened to hold opinions 
opposed to }is own. He is a chronic 
maligner and obstructionist. His pres- 
ence in the Senate. has greatly im- 
paired the efficiency of that body in 
legislative work, and has detracted 
much from its dignity as the upper 
house of the legislative branch of the 
government. ‘ 

There is a fair prospect that ‘for a 
time at least we shall enjoy 2 much- 
néeded respite from Tillman. There is 
also a tolerably good prospect that he 
will be expelled from the Senate. At 
one time or another he has attacked, 
with his characteristic venom, about 
every decent man in public life. That 
he can explain away or in anywise 
lessen’ his latest offense is not very 
probable.

ARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 

Among the many things in which 
Los Angeles excels other cities of 
equal or greater size, it is not sur- 
prising to find a few that are not al- 
together subjects for boasting. It 
takes shadows as well as light to 
make a great picture. One feature in 
which Los Angeles stands ahead of 
most cities of its sisze—or even much 
larger cities—is the number of di- 
vorces that take place here. There 
were granted in Los Angeles during 
1901 no less than #6 divorces. Of 
these 199. or nearly one-half, were 
granted during the last four months 
of the year. It looks as if many dis- 
satisfied couples bad decided to cele- 
brate the Vlosing of the year by swear- 
ing off the marriage habit, or by rub- 
bing it all out, so as to be able to be- 
gin over again with another partner. 
It ts true that there were celebrated 
during the same year nearly 2000 mar- 
riages. Still, the proportion of one di- 
vorce to every five marriages is far 
larger than it should be. It has been 
stated—we have not the figures at 
hand, and cannot confirm the truth of 
the statement—that the divorces 
granted in Los Angeles are twice as 
numerous as in New York City. 


‘When we compare the relative num- 
ber of divorces in the United States 
and other ~ countries, it becomes at 
once apparent that the marriage tie is 
much more loosely regarded here than 
in most civilized—and some uncivil- 
ized—netions. For instance, according 
to a statement recently published in a 
St. Louis medical journal, the divorce 
rate in Canada is 1 to 63,000 marriages; 
in Germany, 1 to 14,000; In France, 1 
to 12,500; in England 1 t» 11,600. Now 
let us turn to this country. In the 
United States at large, the proportion 
is 1 to 185, or sixty times ay many as 
in England, and more than’ 300 times 
in Canada. But this is 
nething, compared with the statistics 
of some sections of the United States, 
For instance, in Massachusetts the 
rate is 1 to 18.8: in Rhode Island, 1 to

The change that has come over the 
public opinion in regard to the mar- 
riage relation is shown in several!

A few weeks ago a 
judge of the Superior Court in Los 
Angeles, in a case where a woman 
brought suit for divorce on the ground 
of nen-support, denied her plea, oe} 
the ground that a weman who has no 
children and is e@ble to work is not 
entitied to a divorce from her hus- 
hand because he refuses to fulfill his! 
share of thé partnership. This was a 
somewhat radical decision, and has 
caused much comment. On’ the other 
hand, an Oakland judge recently de- 
nied a man a divorce from his wife, 
the plea being that she would some- 
times stay out all night, gwithout in- 
forming him about her whereabouts. 
The judge, in this case, held that the. 
woman had as much right to be ab- 
sent from home all night without her 
husband's knowledge as he had to do 
the same thing. This is-another de- 
cision that would have astonished our 
grandmothers. However, if women 
claim equal rights in aii things with 
the male sex, they must expect to be 
treated in just the same way.

WATER DEVELOPMENT. 

FOR CONSULTING ENGINEER. 

After along discussion yesterday 
morning the Cogncil appropriated $1000 
for the employment of a consulting en- 
gineer to confer with Superintendent 
Mulholland of the waterworks and City 
Engineer Stafford relative to further 
development and distribution of water. 
Grave probiems in hydraulic engineer- 
ing will be forthcoming in the near fu- 
ture, and the Water Commission asked 
that a consulting engineer be provided 
by the Councik Todd, alone, voted 
against the appropriation. 

Perhaps the most important matter 
that will come before the Water Com- 
mission in the next few weeks is the 
projected construction of an infiltration 
gallery beneath the bed of the ri 
As planned this gallery will exte 


completed, to increase the supply of 
water by at least 6,000,000 gallons a 
day. It is the theory of the meager: eo 
who have studied the question that 
the underground flow of the Los An- 

River and the Arroyo Seco is 
toreed through a neck of land which 
comes to a point about 100 yards north- 
east of the present pumping station. 
The infiltration gallery will be built to 
tap this stream and replenish the sup- 
ply of water for domestic use.

WATER RATES. 
AGAINST ANY REDUCTION. * 
As stated last week, a majority of 
the Water Supply mittee has voted 
to continue the mt “flat” water 
rates during the fiscal year, beginning 
July 1, 1902, and to make a graduated 
scale of meter rates for the benefit of 


large consumers. Owing to a pressure 


of business the City Attorney was un- 
able to present the ordinance yester- 
day, and a special session of the Coun- 
cil will be held tomorrow afternoon at 
2 o'clock, as the law makés it ineum- 
bent upon the Council to fix the rates 
during February. 

When the ordinance before 
the Council there will be a . debate. 
Councilman Walker of the Water Sup- 
ply Committee will present a minority 
report against any reduction in the 
meter rate. The Third Warder ex- 
pressed his views as follows: 

“In the matter of fixing water rates 
for the municipal waterworks, I wish 
te differ from the report made by the 
majority of the Water Supply Commit- 
tee, reducing the water rates, fdr the 
reasons hereinafter stated. 

“The present meter rates are much 


dower than any city hag on the whole 


Pacific Coast, and a ftirther reduction 
of an average of 29 per cent., will 
make the rate out of all proportion to 
the flat rate paid by the smal) con- 
sumer. The rates proposed reduce the 
ce by the graduated scale from 25 to 
per cent. from the present meter 
rates, making an average of 29 per 
cent., which, ordinartly,. would reduce 
the revenues of the syagtem about $1150 
per month. Assuming that they now 
collect about $4000 per month for me- 
tered water, which is reported to me. 
However, some of the officers of the 
waterworks claim that it will not be 
more than $600 or $700 per month. as 
there will be more water sold. ‘Quis 
is.a commendable way to look at it 
if we had a water supply of more than 
we could use, but as we were using 
last summer every drop that could be 
had, it is reasonable to suppose with 
the growth of the city we will be short 
of water the coming summer, and to 
put the rates down so that con- 
sumers could get it more reasonable 
than they could pump it out of their 
wells is not advisable at this time. 
“With present conditions existing, 
and until the charter amendments are 
passed, it wil] be absolutely necessary 
to -keep the rates up ffi order to de- 
velop more water and enlarge the sys-

Francis Murphy is an Irishman, born 
in Ireland, and with a warm heart for 
his countrymen. So to Ireland he went 
with his gospel temperance story, and 
there on the ald sod, 125,000 signed 
their names and tied the blue ribbon in 
their buttonhole. 

Murphy was a drunkard, a saloon- 
keeper, down in Maine, thirty years

IN CHINESE QUARTER. 


| TWO ‘LODGING-HOUSES BURNED 


Barriers Placed in Hallways Handicap 
Work of Firemen—Lively Blaze at 
Hotel Argyle Caused by Coal Oi) Ex- 
plosion—Child’s Narrow Escape. | 


Two stores and a rooming-hotse in 
Chinatown were burned out last night, 
and several other places of businces 
were damaged by a fire which started 
in @ small kitchen on the second floor 
of a house at No. 827 Marchessault 
street, supposedly from the explosion 
of a coal oll lamp. The rt of the 
building In which the i was 
occupied as a lodging-house by Mow 
Lung, and in it were fifteen sleeping 
apartments. The kitchen wasian ad- 
junct to a fan-tan reom, in which a 
umber of Chinese were playing. When 
he fire was first discovered the lodg- 
ers tried to extinguish it, and it was 
not until after it had spread beyond 


; control that the fire department was 


summoned. 

The work of the firemen was seri- 
ously hampered by the occupants of the 
rooms, who, hoping to prevent the 
epread of e es, fastened their 
évors ard windows with heavy barriers 
which had to be broken down with axes 
Beery water could be directed on the 
re. 


For more than an howr the firemen 
worked, and when the fire warn under 
control the whole row df bulldings had 
been flooded. The lodging-house was 
practically destroyed, as was that of 
fam Wah at No. 325 Marchessault 
Street. Jn the first floor the mést se- 
rious lors was in the general store of 
the Mow Loon & Lee Klee Company, 
No. 325 Marchessauit street. The val- 
uable stock in this place was 
with water and practically ruined. Ad- 
joining was the restaurant of Sam Wo, 
No. 327 Marchessault street, which was 
also seriously damaged by water. On 
the other side was the drug store of Dy 
Sang Tong. on the floor of which the 
water was nearly a foot in depth. The 
drug store and meat shop of Hone 
Shew Tong was also seriously damaged. 

The occupants of the upper floor of 
the buildings lost nearly all of their 
personal effects, some of them being 
quite valuable. One Chinaman stated 
that he had $300 in currency in his 
blankets in his roo and all of his 
property was destroyed by fire.

RESBYTERIANS’ WORK 
FOR WORLD'S GOOD. 


REV. HUGH K. WALKER ADDRESSES 
‘MINISTERIAL UNION. 


Revision of the Confession of Faith 
Meant to Remove Misunderstanding— 
Church Doing Its Full Share Toward 
Bringing the Kingdom of the Lord. 


The monthly meeting of the Los An- 
geles Ministerial Union at the Y.M.C.A, 
auditorium yesterday was addressed 
by Rev. Hugh K. Waker on the sub- 

ect “What the Presbyterian Church 
i: ‘Doing for the World Toaay.’ The 
address was the second of a series 
in which prominent divines of 
denomination are asked to tell of ac- 
tual work of the present day. The 
first paper of the stries was by Bishop 
Montgomery of the Catholic urch. 

Dr. Walker spoke with animation 
and fervor, making frequent departures 
from his manuscript and holding his 
hearers in interested attention through- 
out. He began by adverting to the 
history of the faith and said the topic 
was a difficult one inasmuch as “the 
Presbyterians are great people for di- 
viding into different camps; and while 
they are practically one and as a mat- 
ter of fact are all included in the or- 
ganization known as the Pan-Presby- 
terian Council, it is hard to speak in 
any definite way of the work that 
under our blue banner they are doing 
for the world today.” 3 

“I can only state their numbers in 
an approximate fashion," he continued. 
“In our widely-scattered family 
throughout the world, there are in 
round numbers now about five million 
communicants, representing perhaps a 


five millions, according to the ratio

REVISION DEFINED. 


“It can not be questioned but that 
the present agitation for revision of 
its art.cies of faith on the part of the 
largest of the Presbyterian Churches 
is quite generally misunderstood. 

‘The fundamental conceptions of 
doctrine that our church has always 
held are clung to as tenaciously today 
as at any time in the past, only the 
emphasis has been changed, and this 
is the meaning of what is technically 
called the ‘revision movement.’ There 
is not the least intention of abandon- 
ing the system of doctrine fer which 
she has stood for the more than two 
hundred and fifty years of her - his- 
tory. 2 

“This paper is not an argument, but 
a statement of facts, and yet I think 
that all of you present here today will 
admit that Calvinism furnishes a cer- 
tain aspect of truth which the world 
even now cannot dispense with. Its 
postulate of the absolute sovereignty 
of God is still a mighty leaven in so- 
clety and in the State. It is not be- 
ing outworn, by any means; indeed, it 
may be said to be experiencing some- 
what of a revival. In plucky little 
Holland, it is again triumphant. But 
the point I wish to make is that it 
is still a beneficent force. Its intense 
individualism is perhaps extreme, but 
it ie certainly usefu! in maintaining the 
equilibrium in this day of extreme | 
propagandaism of theories which, to say 
the least, tend to obliterate the in- 
dividual. And it is not too much to 
say that its constant emphasis upon 
the fact of our absolute ependence 
upon Almighty God for his blessing, 
has given us the courage to go on in 
spite of the relative failure of so much 
of the church machinery of the pres- 
ent day. I believe as much in organi- 
an, for all sorts of philanthropic 
and humanitarian effort, as well as re- 
ligious, and yet how necessary it is 
for us sometimes to quiet ourselves 
amidst the clangor of so much ma-

The residents of Garvanza and 

Highland Park, whe have shown 
such generous public spirit and 
energy in building the boule- 
vard, are jubilant at the pros- 
pects of early completion.
